Rights of the States “ought always 
to be scrupulously regarded,” President 
Coolidge declared las. night in his ad- 
dress formally convening the _ thirty- 
seventh Continental Congress of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 

at the Washir.gton Auditorium. The 
President’s plea for the preservation of 
States’ rights was coupled wiht a warn- 
in t the Government must remain 
out of the field of business. 

The President criticized the tendency 
of the States to “surrender self-gov- 
ernment and turn over their affairs to 
some national authority in exchange 
for a payme? of money out of the 
Federal Treasury.” He asserted tha!’ 
unless the actions of States “‘are such 
as to violate the Constitution and seri- 
ously interfere with the rights of other 
States, they should be left free to solve 
their own problems in their own way 
under the pressure of public opinion 
rather than have outside authority step 
in to attempt to solve it for them” 

The address was heard not only by 
the 4,000 delegates and alternates who 
wi'’ their friends crowded the Audi- 
torilum, but .y thousands of others 
over the radio, it being broadcast 

‘through a chain of stations.

SOTH PARTY VETERANS 


New York, Apri’ 16 (A.P.).—Norman 

Thomas, of New York, and James 
Hudson Maurer, of Reading, Pa.. were 
nominated today by the Socialist party 
as its candidates for President and Vice 
President, respectively, in the Novem- 
ber election. 
Prolonged cheering by delegates was 
heard after both men were nominated 
bv acclamation at the party's five-day 
convention at Finnish Hall in Harlem 
Thomas’ name was. proposed by Louis 
Waldman, of New York, while William 
J. Van Effen, of Pittsburgh, placed 
Maurer in nomination, 

Both men have been long identified 
with the Socialist movement, Thomas 
as the party’s candidate for State and 
city office in New York, and Maurer as 
a veteran member of its national com- 
mittee. 

Thomas already has been a Socialist 
candidate three times for public office 
and has worked for Socialism through- 
out his .areer as a Protestant clergy- 
man, editor and lecturer. 

He was defeated as the Socia:ist can- 
didate for governor of New York in 1924, 
and as socialist candidate for mayor of 
New York ‘in 1925, and lost for alder- 
nan here last year. 

Thomas was born in Marion, Ohio 
November 20, 1884; the son of a clergy- 
man, he was educated to follow in his 
father’s footsteps. After being graduat- 
ed from Marion High School he at- 
tended Princeton University, receiving 
a bachelor ot arts degree there in 1904 
and a bachelor of divinity degree from 
Union Theological Seminary in 1911 
He later became associate pastor of 
Srick Presbyterian Church and later 
secame minister of the East ‘Harlem 
Presbyterian Church and director of 
the American parish. 

He has written several books on war 
and has served in editorial positions on 
magazines. 

Maurer, a shoemaker’s son, who start- 
ed work at the age of 9, after less than 
two years attendance at school, has 
written two books dealing with inter- 
national. questions. and has contributed 
to various magazines.

Asheville, N. C., April 16 (A.P.).—Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith of New York, cand!- 
date for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, will not attend the na- 
tional Democratic convention at Hous- 
ton in June. 

Gov. Smith, on vacation here, made 
this formal announcement at a confer- 
ence with newspaper men today. Asked 
if he might not change his mind, he 
said: 

“No, I meant that I will not attend 
There’s no use of my going.”

Gov. Smith’s platform is expected to 
be given out at Asheville, N. C., before 
the end of the week, The New York 
State Democratic committee meeting in 
New York today plans formally to pre- 
sent the governor’s name before the 
country and present plans call for the 
governor responding with a statement 
of his views on the questions of the 
day. 

And in doing this he will remove one 

of the strongest pegs on which his foes 
have been standing. Major interest, of 
course, will center on his treatment of 
the prohibition question, but hardly 
anything he says on this subject can 
hurt him, !t is pointed out, as his wet- 
ness is very well known throughout the 
country. It is entirely possible that 
whatever he may say on this question 
will bring renewed protestations from 
the drys, but in no louder tones than 
that they have been uttered heretofore 
On the other hand, a constructive deal- 
ing with the question may reasonably 
bring him a host of friends from the 
moderate drys. 
But by the very act of making his 
attitude known on other questions he 
will remove the weapon of those who 
have been boring at him from within 
the party councils on the ground that 
it was not known where he stood.

IN OWN: SANITARIUM 


Male Nurse Kills Employer 
Once Under Arrest in 
Death of Girl. 


Louisville, Ky., April 16 (A.P.).—Dr 
Christopher G. Schott, central figure in 
the sensational Griffith murder case of 
nine years ago, was shot to death at 
his private sanitarium here this after- 
noon by one of his male employes. 

Prior to the shooting. attendants of 
the hospital reported to the police, the 
5!-year-old physician had been drink- 
ing and had used abusive and profane 
language to women employes 

“I shot in sejf defense. Dr. Schott 
reached toward his pocket as if to draw 
a gun.” 

That was the statement of Dan New- 
tnan, 40, male nurse who fired the shot 
that entered the doctor’s heart New: 
man said he had objected to the lan- 
guage Schott was using in the presence 
of women employes and that a quar- 
rel had resulted. 

On Christmas Eve, December 24, 1919 
Elizabeth Ford Griffith, 17-year-old of- 
fice gir) in Schott’s employ was found 
shot to death on the floor of the phy- 
sician’s office on Chestnut street here 
Schott was arrested on a charge of 


murder but ‘proved an alibi and was 
never indicted.

lease of the reserve by Albert B. Fall, 
former Interior Secretary. 

George P. Hoover, counsel for Sin- 
clair, characterized such testimony as 
essential for the defense, but Owen J 
Roberts, special Government oll prose- 
cutorn, objected on the grounds it bore 
no relation to the charges against the 
oil operator and therefore was not ad- 
missible He was sustained by the 
court. 

As the defense began yesterday the 
first presentation of Sinclair's case, the 
two sides won and lost points when 
Justice Balley permitted testimony to 
show a payment of $25,000 in Liberty 
bonds to Fall in 1923 and refused to 
permit testimony concerning the leas- 
ing of the Elk Hills reserve by the 
former cabinet officer to E. L. Doheny 

Court Warns Newspapers. 

The trial was interrupted at one 
point, by the court, who announced | 
that he had been informed a news- 
paper had, or intended, to publish the | 
deposition of Fall, taken two weeks ago | 
in El Paso at the instance of the de- 
fense. Justice Bailey announced that 
publication of the deposition before | 
it was introduced in evidence, 
Opinion would constitute contempt of 
court and would be punished accord- 
ingly. 

The question was brought to the at- 
tention of the court by the prosecution 
following the publication by the Wash- 
ington Herald yesterday of quotations 
purporting to be part of the deposition 
This matter was discussed again be- 
tween Justice Bailey and counsel for 
both sides at the close of court. It 
was learned later that Justice Bailey 
was undecided whether he would take 
any sction. The jury, being locked up, 
did not see the publication 

Arther W Ambrose. manager of pro- 
duction for the Empire Gas & Fuel Co 
of Oklahoma and a fcrmer Government 
geologist, testified for the defense that 
he drew up the Teapor.

MORE DEAD SOUGHT 
AFTER HOTEL BURNS 


One Killed, 16 
Fire at Iroquois, in 
Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 16 (A.P.) 
One man died and sixteen persons were 
injured in a fire that today destroyed 
part of the Iroquois Hotel, South Caro- 
lina avenue, near the beach. Firemen 
still were searching the smouldering 
ruins this evening in the fear that sev- 
eral others may have been trapped and 
perished in the flames. 

The loss is estimated at $200,000. 
The blaze was caused by a defective 
flue. The fear that others may have 
died in the fire was discounted by R 
L and E. S. Queen, brother lessees and 
managers of the hotel, who asserted that 
all of the 98 guests registered there 
had either made their way out or had 
been rescued: by police and firemen. 
The brothers claimed to have been 
among the last to leave the burning 
building. 

The dead man was C. K. Koewoegs, of 
Brooklyn. Several persons were in- 
jured in jumping from windows and 
others suffered burns in running 
through flame-swept halls. Three fire- 
men were injured when a massive 
cornice of brick and masonry crashed 
seven stories into the street, showering 
apparatus and men.

TEARS NOBILE'S Alon?

HIS CREW IS UNDAUNTED

Gen. Nobile found the 
| weather prophets a failure. When he 
| startec he believed fair weather was 
ahead. and encountered the worst storm 
| in years. But the motors worked per- 
| fectly and “‘we could not think of going 
back.’ 

“The Gletwitz wireless at the aviation 
station repeatedly begged us to come 
down,’ the Italia commander said 
“They would do everything to help us 
land, though they are not equipped for 
airsh.ps. Bue we determined to reach 
our goal, so we cruised in the dark 
until we succeeded in resuming touch 
with the wiréless stations at Prague and 
Lindenborg. 

The only moment of danger was when 
we were caught in the storm driving us 
toward the Carpathian Mountains. The 
crew was marvelous. One could not find 
a better crew in the world.”

James Fitzmaurice, one of the three 
airmen who accomplished the first east- 
to-west transatlantic fiight last Fri- 
day only to come to grief on dreary 
Greenly Island, landed here late this 
afternoon in a Can*dian Transconti- 
nental Airways plane, with A. C. 
“Duke” Schiller as pilot. Schiller took 
Mej. Fitzmaurice off the island this 
morning and planned a hop te Seven 
Islands. but fog and snow forced their 
landing here, where they will pass the 
night. 

Fitzmaurice brought word with him 
that Baron Ehrenfried von Hunenefeld 
and Capt. Hermann Koehl, the two 
German companions whom he left be- 
hind on the island, probably would 
complete repairs on the monoplane 
Bremen by Wednesday and would take 
off for New York. . Should they do this. 
Dr. Louis Culsinier, who accompanied 
Schiller on his epic flight to Greenly 
Island yesterday, undoubtedly would 
accompany them to New York. 

Schiller was flying fa: and free this 
afternoon, when a sudden blinding 
blanket fog swept down and enveloped 
the plane. A savage storm followed 
with winds and snow, and there vas 
nothing for the party to do but land 
Only the presence of a small telegraph 
station here prevented them from be- 
ing isolated almost as completely as 
are the Germans they left pehind. 

Natachquan is about one-third of the 
distance from creenly Island to Que- 
bec, which latte: hop is 730 miles. It 
is a small village of fisher folk and 
lumbermen. 

The Schiller plane was sighted from 
the ground and by the time it had 
spiralled down tod earth the mayor and 
parish priest were at the head of a 
delegation rushing to its side.

$200 in cash, and heirlooms of the 
Dewdney family, including rings, neck- 
laces, watches, and bracelets were 
gone, The loot had been packed. in @ 
suitcase which the burglars found in a 
closet in Mrs. Dewdney’s bedroom. 

With the arrival of police, Dewdney’s 
mother, Mrs. W. T. Dewdney, was 
awakened and was astonished to learn 
that the burglars had been within a 
few feet of her bedside while she slept.

HOUSE VOTES PAY RAISE 


New York, April 16 (A.P.).—Ellsworth 
Milton Statler, who built on the meagre 
wages and the tips of.a bell boy the 
hotel chain bearing his name, died to- 
day after a two, weeks’ illness of pneu- 
monia. 

His death at the age of 64 in the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, the largest of a 
string of his hostelries in Buffalo, St. 
Louis, Cleveland, Detroit, Boston and 
New York, terminated another romance 
of the rise of a poor boy to millionaire. 

He was born in Somerset County, Pa., 
in 1863, and as a boy of 9 he went to 
work as a stoker in the “glory hole” of 
a glass factory in Wheeling, where he 
earned 50 cents a day. 

His next job, as a 86 a month bell 
boy in the MéClure House in Wheeling, 
gave him his first hotel experience, out 
of which he built temporary structures 
at the Pan-American Exposition at Buf- 
falo in 1901 and at the St. Louis expo- 
sition in 1904, and later the Buffalo 
Statler, his first venture in the perma- 
nent hotel business. 

Mr. Statler was a chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor and a thirty-third de- 
gree Mason. 

He was married twice. His first wife 
was Mary IL. Manderbach, of Akron, 
Ohio, who died in October, 1925. Last 
spring he married Alice M. Seidler, who 
had been his secretary eleven years.

Urges Negotiation Be Started 
While Agreements on Ship- 
way Are Considered. 


(Associated Press.) 

Some progress toward agreement be- 
tween Canada and the United States on 
the St. Lawrence-ocean shipway project 
is indicated in diplomatic correspond- 
ence made public yesterday by Secre- 
tary Kellogg, but prospect of consider- 
able delay is foreseen pending settle- 
ment of a number of questions.

Atlantic Flying Today Is Still 
a Stunt, Head of Free State 
Airmen Asserts. 


Dublin, April 16 (A.P.).—Dublin, na- 
tive city of Commandant Fitzmaurice, 
pictures him sitting on an _ iceberg 
somewhere near vhe Arctic Circle, 
chuckling and, grinning at his outwit- 
ting the icy: Atlantic.

Gay, Carefree, Debonair. 


Ireland knows Fitzmaurice as gay, 
carefree, debonair, seemingly without 
full realization of the seriousness of 
things although he commands the 
Saorstat air force. This, however, is 
ar. impression only, for underneath, 
there is seriousness, and the steel nerves 
which carried him out of many tight 
corners. Before starting on the haz- 
ardous westward fiight, he gave to the 
Associated Press his view on the future 
oc transatlantic flying. 

“Flying the Atlantic in the Bremen 
or any other plane today is largely a 
stunt,” he said. “Valuable scientific data 
will be obtained, but the public must 
be prepared for oe ane entirely dif- 
ferent in airplane and engine construc- 
tion before the dream of ocean air serv- 
ices is ever realized.

They must be propelled by some 
sort of concentrated fuel or by an en- 
gine which will do what the Diesel 
model has for marine engineering. 

“We know the secrets of flight, but 
the whole future of aviation depends 
upon the fuel and engines. Future gen- 

tions will laugh at us for attempting 

fly the Atlantic with fuel weighing 
even to ten pounds a gallon.”

Baron Reports on Flight

Berlin, April 16 (A.P.). — President 
von Hincenburg, who sent congratula- 
tions to ihe crew of the Bremen on Sat- 
urday, received a message from Capt. 
Koehl and Baron von .uenfeld today. 
The message had crossed his congratu- 
latory one and read: 

“After the first east-to-west flight 
successfully accomplished, with God’s 
help, the German airplane Bremen 
made an intermediate landing on 
Greenly Island on the American conti- 
nent. We offer ycur excellency, also in 
the name of our Irish comrade Fitz- 
msurice, respectful salutations.” 

Another message from the filers also 
was received by Wilhelm Cuno, general 
manager Of the Hamburg-American 
Line. The message was from Baron von 
Huenefeld and gave the news of the 
Bremen’s success “despite all opposi- 
tion,” and thanked Dr. Cuno *gor the 
“Hamburg-American’s magnificent as- 
sistance.” 

The Hamburg-American Line replied 
with cordial greetings, referring to the 
flight as a milestone in the history of 
aviation which would contribute toward 
further strengthening of German-Amer- 
ican friendship. : 

Jacob Gould Schurman, American 
Ambassador to Germany, telegraphed 
warmest congratulations to Prof. Junk- 
ers and also sent congratulations to For- 
eign Minister Stresemann in behalf of 
Secretary of State Kellogg on the safe 
arrival of the fliers. The ambassador 
added his personal satisfaction and re- 
lief at their escape from the danger of 
the undertaking, saluting “with pro- 
found admiration” their successful 
spanning of the north Atlantic.

many’s giant Zeppelin hangars, as pre- 
scribed by the peace treaty. He tried to 
interpret the clauses sensibly, without 
endangering the disarmament program. 
The hangars at Seddin, which give him 
hospitality now, were saved by his order, 
while Seddin’s huge gas plant equip- 
ment was destroyed. But those days are 
forgotten, 

The hands of German soldiers seized 
the guider rope of the Italia and steered 
it to safety, while German cavalrymen 
stood side by side tq keep back the 
crowds. Hundreds of placid Pomera- 
nians cheered wildly when the Italia 
landed. Seeing the conflict between the 
police and the crowd, Gen. Nobile re- 
quested the authorities to fave aside 
the stringest regulations.and let the 
population pour in to see the pole- 
bound ship. Sturdy, blue-eyed Pome- 
ranians marched up and down the 
length of the 380-foot airship. They 
inspected its three German 240-horse- 
power Maybach motors and oil tanks 
covered with felt to prevent freezing. 
Similar, but more powerful motors are 
being built for the new German Zeppe- 
lin nearing completion at Friedrich- 
shafen. 

Twelve hundred bottles of 
compressed hydrogen are stacked be- 
side the airship, ready to inflate it. 
When filled, the ship will be able to re- 
main in the air 70 hours. 

The Italia seems small beside the new 
Zeppelin. It uses 19,000 cubic meters, 
while the new Zeppelin holds 105,000 
cubic meters. 

Real gasping was heard when the 
stanchly Protestant Pomeranians saw 
the picture of the Madonna del Loretto, 
the patroness of filers, and the oak cross 
which the Pope gave Gen. Nobile to 
drop at the North Pole when cruising 
over it. 

While in Germany Gen. Nobile will

bergen, where his brother is preparing 
the ground. From Spitzbergen the 
Italia will strike out for the Nérth Pole 

Tonight Stolp is celebrating its new 
role as the first station to the North 
Pole. In the old town hall Pomera- 
nian, Prussian and German authorities 
are giving Gen. Nobile and his fellow 
fliers a banquet worthy of Pomeranian 
gastronomical pride.

Some of the women 
reached out to touch his clothing and 
the triuriphar ones lorded over their 
less fortunate sisters. Plainly this 
Irish flier is a captivating fellow, and 
the story of the flight across the At- 
lantic, now reaching epic proportions 
here, has added to his heroic stature.

Nebraska will go Democratic in No- 
vember by 75,000 if Herbert Hoover and 
Gov. Smith are the respective nominees, 
according to Mark W. Woods, who will 


represent his State at the Republican 
national convention, having received 
the second highest vote in the Repub- 
lican primaries on Friday for delegates- 
at-large ° 

Mr. Woods, who has arrived here with 
detailed information regarding the 
primaries polled 67,844 votes, while 
Gov. Adam McMullen topped the list 
with 76,336. Hoover gets six of 
Nebraska's nineteen delegates, he says, 
with the others favorable to Lowden, 
with Dawes second choice. 

Nominally, the Republican delega- 
tion is for Senator Norris and will vot2 
for the senator on the early ballots. 
In the Democratic primaries, Woods 
said, the eighteen delegates are solidly 
for Smith after casting a complimen- 
tary vote for former Senator Gilbert M. 
Hitchcock. 


Dawes Worker in 19°24, 


Industrialist, farmer and advocate of 
equality for the farmer, Woods headed 
the Nebraska delegation~-at the last na- 
tional convention held at Cleveland and 
took the lead in the movement placing 
Dawes in nomination for the Vice 
Presidency. 

“The, Nebraska primaries,” said 
Woods last evening, “was a straight 
out fight between the proponents and 
opponents of farm equality, as ex- 
emplified by the McNary-Haugen bill. 
The Republican delegates on both sides 
ran under the name of Senator Norris 
so that it was necessary to sort out 
the successful candidates and ascer- 
tain how the farm issue affected the 
results. The advocates of farm equall- 
ty had the support of only a few small 
county newspapers, but the_ results 
show the extent of the State’s senti- 
ment on the farm issue.” 

Woods pointed out that In Lancaster 
Sounty, where Lincoln is situated, the 
three leading results were as follows: 
Woods, 11,426; McMullen, 7,743; S. R 
McKelvie, opposed to the McNary- 
Haugen bill, 7,611. It will muke no 
difference now, Woods believes, whether 
President Coolidge signs or vetoes the 
McNary-Haugen bill, so far as senti- 
ment in the State of Nebraska Is con- 
cerned. 

“Nebraska is an agricultural State,” 
said Woods,-“with Lincoln and Omaha 
the only large cities and these are not 
sO very large. Farm equality is the 
outstanding issue in this State and 
supersedes the wet and dry issue and 
a's other issues, We are Republicans 
and protectionists but if the farmers 
can not get what they want through 
their own party they will get it else- 
where. 

“Hoover would lose not only Nebraska 
to Smith, in my opinion,” Wood con- 
tinued, “but would likewise lose Illi- 
nois, Missourl, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Iowa. 

“The people in my State do not 
know definitely what position Gov. 
Smith would take on the farm issue, 
if elected, But the farmers of Nebraska 
have confidence in his common sense 
and judgment and prefer to take 4 
chance with a man whose attitude ts 
not definitely known rather than to vote 
for a man Known to be against the 
equality .which the agricultural in- 
terests have been asking for.” 


Indifferent on Prohibition. 


“We are not particularly interested in 
the planks which will be put in the Re- 
publican platform or the planks to be 
left out. Prohibition and talk of re- 
ligious questions do not interest us, nor 
are we concerned with other matters of 
no practical bearing on the lives of our 
people. But we are interested in the 
agricultural issue, and this interest is 
being shown by bankers, trust company 
heads, industrialists, business men gen- 
erally as well as the farmers them- 
selves.” 

Wood has a batch of letters he has 
received from Nebraska, lowa, Missouri 
and other agricultural States in con- 
nection with speeches he has been mak- 
ing on the agricultural question, 

“I have received 10,000 letters in 
three weeks,” he said, “and of this 
number only five letters have been in 
opposition to the economic salvation of 
the fafmer.”

The text of President Coolidge’s ad- 
dress before the Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the ‘American Revolution 
follows: 


Madam President General: 

Because this society is a patriotic 
organization formed tc perpetuate the 
principles establishea by the Ameri- 
can Revolution, it is @ satisfaction to 
join ‘n your devotions. The human 
race, through the meaium of organized 
society, no less than the individual, 
has to learn throuzh experience. The 
record of that experience is embodied 
in history. It is a reccrd full of mean- 
ing. It is impossibice to comprehend 
the problems of the present without 
being informed concerning the prob- 
lems of the past. We have no method 
by which we can prcject our progress 
into the future, u.1.ess we understand 
the principles and the actions which 
contributed to past success. Without 
clear comprehension of the direction 
from which we have come, we can not 
chart the direction in which we shoukl 
go. It is for these revsons that it be- 
comes so important constantly to con- 
template the ideals o1 the formative 
period of our Nation It was a time 
when pretense and fiction had to be 
cast aside, in order that the people 
might bestow their entire attention 
upon the essentia: snd the genuine. 
They came into clos: contact with the 
great realities. . 

We do not grasp the full import of 
the American Revolution unless we 
consider it in its double aspect. In the 
first place, it was a struggle for inde- 
vendence, But the victory which, after 
ong years of sacrifice crowned that 
effort, gave to the colonies little more 
than an opportunity. They soon found 
that independence ot the Crown of 
England was of sma!! import unless 
they could establish themselves under 
a national governrient of their own. 
In the second place, therefore, the 
Revolution meant the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution, The war would 
have been of little value if the peace 


Republic of 1776 Still Lives, 


had been in the making, public opin- 
ion had been shaping It was then that 
final ‘decisions were made and the defi- 
nite form of our fundamental law was 
aeclared. From time to time it has 
been broadened and strengthened, but 
in its main principles it has not been 
much changed. The republic it created 
is the republic under which we live. 

No more enticing subject for discus- 
sion exists than the success with which 
our country has been blessed from the 
Revolutionary period down to the pres- 
ent hour. Our growth from 3,000,000 
people, inhabiting thirteen detached 
Colonies lying on the Atlantic seaboard, 
poor in almost everything save char- 
acter and spirit, to the flourishing Na- 
tion of 118,000,000 people, extending 
across the continent, possessed of ex- 
tensive material resources and endowed 
with all the facilities of sclence and art, 
education and charity is a record known 
to all the world and very thoroughly 
appreciated by every one but ourselves. 
While we are all. vaguely conscious of 
this development, too many of us do 
not realize the great advantages which 
it confers upon all our people in com- 
parison with those enjoyed in any other 
locality on earth, 


Much Left to Be Done. 


We have every reason to be content 
with the progress we have made, and 
yet as we look about us and see the ig- 
norance that still exists, the crime that 
still flourishes, the distress that so 
often overtakes the deserving, and the 
disease which still afflicts so many, we 
can not escape the conclusion that in 
spite of all our successes we have much 
more to do to secure a truly enlightened 
Civilization. Society is made up of in- 
dividuals with all their strength and all 
of their high possibilties, but still with 
all their imperfections. The most that 
could be hoped for is not perfection, 
but the best than can be made of a 
people in our present state of develop- 
ment. Measured by that standard, the 
results are exceedingly satisfactory. 

Admitting that there yet remains 
much to be done, but believing that the 
progress we have made indicates that 
we have been taking the right course 
we reach the conclusion that it is de- 
sirable to understand the principles and 
policies which have contributed to our 
success and attempt to continue to keep 
them in operation. One of the most 
important institutions which became 
more firmly established as the result of 
the Revolution was the old theory of 
local self-government. The race ex- 
perience of those who took such a 
prominent part in the affairs of that 
day, and the whole body of the people 
that supported them, had always been 
prone to identify the cause of liberty 
very closely with the cause of local self- 
government. 


Fought for Self-Government. 


The Colonies claimed that system as 
a right recognized by their royal char- 
ters and naturally inherent in their 
right as freemen. They cheerfully ad- 
mitted the sovereignty of the mother 
country over them while at the same 
time asserting the long-established 
privilege, which was theirs under the 
constitution of the realm, to pay no 
taxes except those which were the 
self-imposed levies of their own legis- 
latures. The essentials of government, 
and especially control of the purse 
strings, unless they were to relinquish 
their freedom, they knew they must 
keep in their own hands, If it was 
to be delegated at all, they wished to 
delegate it only to representatives of 
their own choosing. It was obvious 
that the farther away from them the 
power of government was located, and 
the less control they had over it, the 
more danger there was that it would be 
exercised arbitrarily and despotically. 
Rather than submit to these dangers 
they resorted to the war which gave 
them independence. . 

What they were contending for was 
primarily the rights of the ‘individual, 
the security of life, of liberty, and of 
property. They wished him to be pro- 
vided with an assurance of justice near 
his own home and to be protected from 
all unreasonable impositions by the 
hand of authority. They sought to 
make him free to manage his own af- 
fairs, whether they were economic, po- 
litical, or religious, This was the 
heaviest responsibility that was ever 
undertaken by any people in the world. 
But they knew, as we know, that there 
is no other foundation on which lib- 
erty and equality can rest. The his- 
tory of the past 150 years has demon- 
strated that so far our country has 
been able to discharge this responsibil- 
ity. At certain times and in certain 
places we have been neglectful of it, 
and the power of self-government, in- 
stead of being retained by the people, 
has been exercised hy those who were

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serving their own private’ interest 
rather than the public welfare. But 
the people have always aroused them- 
selves and recaptured the control of 
their own affairs. Sometimes they have 
been tempted by specious presentations 
to believe that in some way they could 
live off the Government and get some- 
thing for nothing, without having to 
make compensation through their 
labor or their loss of freedom. 


Can Not Shift Responsibility. 


It is the righteous duty of society to 
assist the disproportionately weak and 
afflicted. That is the meaning of 
charity. The same duty requires the 
protection of the tndividual against 
crime and wrong-doing: That is the 
meaning of security. But the average 
run of the people must be personally 
responsible for their own affairs and 
their own success, Under our institu- 
tions they can not evade this duty by 
attempting to shift it upon the Gov- 
ernment, for they are themselves the 
Governmem, Unless they discharge 
this obligation themselves, there is no 
one that can discharge it for them. ‘To 
attempt any other method ts to deny 
that the principle of freedom, equality 
and self-government is sound. 

If the American Revolution had one 
note that was more dominant than 
another, it was the principle that the 
people were competent to run ¢heir own 
business and manage their own gov- 
ernment. That was the pean of eman- 
Cipation that rang high and clear 
through the whole period. It was an 
appeal to the people to emerge from 
their weakness and their servitude and 
rely on their own strength and courage 
to conquer for themselves a place of 
power and freedom. The determination 
of the individual to stand alone, un- 
aided and independent, required a high 
degree of character. The colonists had 
had enough of aristocracy, of monopoly, 
and of tyranny, so that they were will- 
ing to take their chances with ordered 
liberty. 


Kun Here for Remedy. 


The question Is always before us of 
whether we are to have the capacity, 
the courage, and the character to main- 
tain the high ideals which they estab- 
lished. There are always those who are 
willing to surrender local self-govern- 
ment and turn over their affairs to 
some national authority in exchange 
for a@ payment ‘of money out of the 
Federal Treasury. Whenever they find 
that some abuse needs correction in 
their neighborhood, instead of applying 
a remedy themselves they seek to have 
& tribunal sent on from Washington to 
discharge their duties for them, regard- 
less of the fact that in accepting such 
supervision they are bartering away 
their freedom. 


Such actions are always taken on the 
assumption that they are a public bene- 
fit. Somewhere, Lincoln said something 
to the effect that tyrants always be- 
strode the necks of the people upon the 
plea that it was for their good. He 
might have added that the people suf- 
fered the rule of tyranny in the hope 
that it would be easier than to rule 
themselves. We have built our institu- 
tions around the rights of the indi- 
vidual. We believe he will be better 
off if he looks after himself. We believe 
that the municipality, the State, and 
the Nation will each be better off if they 
look after themselves. We do not know 
of any other theory that harmonizes 
with our conception of true manhood 
and true womanhood. 


Nation Is Union of States. 


We have long since realized that we 
have become one nation, But it is a 
nation founded on the individual States 
Their rights ought always to be scrupu- 
lously regarded. Unless their actions 
are such as to violate the Constitution 
and seriously interfere with the rights 
of other States, they should be left to 
solve their own problem in their own 
way under the pressure of public opin- 
ion, rather than have outside authority 
step in to attempt to solve it for them. 
If we are going to have local self-gov- 
ernment with all of its advantages, we 
can not escape from some of its limita- 
tions. When authority is located afar 
off, it is necessarily less well informed, 
less sympathetic, and less responsive to 
publis requirements. When it is close 
at hand, it is more likely to be executed 
publicly and in the public interest. 
Having @ personal contact, it is more 
humane and.more charitable. On the 
other hand, rights can not be long pre- 
served unless they are accompanied by 
a discharge of obligations. States’ 
rights can not be used indefinitely to 
perpetuate national wrongs. ~ 

Our country to some extent tends to 
depart from these ideals. We are es- 
pecially prone to call on the National 
Government to take over our burdens, 
and with them our freedom, Through 
regulations and commissions we have 
given the most arbitrary authority 
over our actions and our property into 
the hands of a few men. Some of 
this has been nece to prevent 
those who are weak fr being over- 
come by those who are strong. But it 
is a procedure fraught with consider- 
able danger and should only be adopted 
aS @ last resort. There is one field, 
however, which belongs to the people, 
upon which they have uniformly in- 
sisted that the Federal Government 
should not, | . That is the do- 
main of private business. Society re- 
quires certain public activities, like 
highways and drainage, which are used 
in common and can best be provided 
by the Government. But in general the 
country is best served through the com- 
petition of private sal rrey If the 
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ouly hope in that direction is for them 
to keep their own business in their 
own hands. 


Capitalists by Nature. 


Our theory of society rests on a 
higher level than communism, We want 
the people to be the owners of their 
property in their own right. We recog- 
nize that they are all capitaMsts by na- 
ture. We want them to be all capi- 
talists in fact. That result is being ap- 


proached rapidly. Our system is demon- | 


strating by practice that it works. 
The theories which are advanced to 

entice the people into handing their 

private affairs over to the Government 


'do not take into account all the facts. 


The fundamental characteristics of 
humanity are not going to be changed 
by substituting Government action for 
private enterprise. The individual who 
manages the one, with all his imper- 
fections and his selfishness, will have 
to be employed to manage the other 
The very essence of business is the ex- 
pectation of a profit on the part of 
those who conduct it. Government is 
conducted from an entirely different 
motive. When business is in private 
hands, it is expected to be run for the 
benefit of the owners. When the Gov- 
ernment steps in, the purchasers, users, 
and beneficiaries of what the Govern- 
ment undertakes to supply insist that 
the concern should be conducted for 
their benefit. It does not eliminate 


selfishness; it simply transfers it in part | 
from the seller to the purchaser. Under | 
these conditions it ceases to be a real | 
business, becomes lacking in enterprise | 


and initiative, and does not have any 
motive to provide improved service, 


Control by Beneficiaries. 


Flowing out of 
conditions, if the Government gets into 
business on any large scale, we soon 
find that the beneficiaries attempt to 
play a large part in the control. While 
in theory it is to serve the public, in 
practice it will be very largely serving 
private interests. It comes to be re- 
a species of Government 
favor and those who are the most 
adroit get the larger part of it. Men 
in public life are besought to secure 
places of employment for some persons 
in their locality and favorable contracts 
for others. The situation rapidly de- 
vélops into a position of intrenched 
selfishness, where a great body of pub- 
lic employes and large outside interests 
are in virtual control, with the general 
public paying a high cost for poor 
service. With all the care that it is 
possible to exercise, a situation of this 
kind becomes entangled in favoritism 
and is always in great danger of causing 
corruption and scandal. 

If it is desirable to protect the people 
in their freedom and independence, if 
it is desirable to avoid the blighting 
effects of monopoly supported by the 
money of the taxpayers, if it is desir- 
able to prevent the existence of a 
privileged class, if it is desirable to 
shield public officials from the influ- 
ence of propaganda and the acute 
pressure of intrenched selfishness, if 
it is desirable to keep the Government 
unencumbered and clean, with an eye 
single to public service, we shall leave 
the conduct of our private business 
with the individual, where it belongs, 
and not undertake to unload it on the 
Government. We shall constantly re- 
member that society can not take any 
short cuts. It can not escape from 
itself. It can not get something for 
nothing. What it has, it must pay for. 
It can not shift, it can not dodge, it 
can not avoid meeting its own responsi- 
bilities. Any scheme to evade, however 
specious it may appear, will prove to 
be only a delusion. 


Correct Theory Adopted. 


The immediate results of the Ameri- 
can Revolution were very great. Their 
indirect influences have been felt in 
every region of the world dowh to the 
present hour, Fundamentally, it was an 
attempt to give the people unrestrained 
opportunity to proceed with their own 
development. It was not a promise of 
immediate perfection, but the estab- 
lishment of institutions under which 
the people with the greatest promise of 
success might work toward perfection. 
In spite of every discouragement that 
has arisen, the general results have 
demonstrated that the correct theory 
was adopted. Everyone should knaw 
that the way will be long and the task 
hard, but everyone should know that 
the general welfare of the people is 
steadily increasing. Those who are in 
any way connected with the great 
events that gave our country its inde- 
pendence and liberty and set it on the 
way to happiness and success may well 
cherish such relationship with great 
pride, and through association one with 
another help to create a public opinion 
determined to perpetuate what has 
been so well begun. 3

The 
Secretary expressed the opinion that 
the world had seen the last vestige of 
domination of the state by the military 
as in the cases of empires built by the 
iron hand of military might—"a mili- 
tarism stark, cruel and hideous.” 


Unpr-eparedness No Preventative. 


On the other hand the speaker called 
the attention of the audience to the 


fact that “unpreparedness has never 
prevented war; it has sometimes caused 
war. A peace-loving nation is content 
with a small regular army,” he said, 
“sufficient to hold off the enemy until 
the civilian population can be prepared 
to defend itself, reserves of munitions 
sufficient only for defense until indus- 
try can be prepared to supply the needs, 
and the other elements essential for 
defense but not for aggression.” 

That the’ Government strives to build 
up a “will for peace” was asserted by 
the Secretary. 

“Dominated as we have always prop-

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erly been by the “wil! for peace,” said 
Secretary Davis, “our preparations are | 
solely for the purpcse of defending 

ourselves. Our Regular Army is admit-

the Federal Government only for the | 
protection of the Union or when au- | 
thorized through ation of Congress in | 
the specific instance. The reserve ele- | 
ments are designed primarily to train | 
the people to defend themselves should | 
war be forced upon us. Reserves of | 
munitions are barely sufficient for de- | 
fense until the industrial strength of | 
the Nation can be brought into action. | 
Our whole plan of organization of our | 
military strength is bused solely upon | 
defense, not upon aggression. In Amer- 

ica war can be declared only by the | 
civilian Congress. Tne function of the 

Army is to restore pence as rapidly and 

as effectively as possible. 


Educational Order Plan. 


“Directly in sympathy with. this 
“will for peace” preparedness for de- 
fense only is the “educational order” 
plan for ‘munitions supply. Militarism, 
the “will for war,” would demand huge 
stores of munitions reserves available 
for immediate use. Self-protection—the 
“will for peace’—needs only -reserves 
sufficient for defense until civilian in- 
dustries can provide the needs. Time 


is a vital factor in all military matters. 
Any one who had experience in the 
last months of the World War knows 
the great value of every additional day 
of production in terms of defensive 
munitions. 


“If the time of production can be 
reduced, requirements in reserve stocks 
can be correspondingly reduced.

AMERICANISM. 

President Coolidge performed a public 
service when -he.reminded the country, 
through his address to the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, that the 
United States must stand upon the 
foundations laid by its founders if it is 
to endure. He named local self-govern- 
‘ment as the inspiring.principle of the 

«Revolution, and he exhorted his hearers 
=to oppose the modern tendency to drift 

“away from that principle. The growth 

-0of bureaucracy, the attempt of selfish 
interests and sections to obtain special 
‘favors from the Government, the demand 
“that the Government shall go into busi- 
; ness, the readiness of the States to sell 
¢their independence for a Government 
‘appropriation, are all departures from 
~ the fundamental rule that made and pré- 
- served liberty in the United States. 

¢ The coyntry is now witnessing bold 
*and ruthless attempts by special inter- 
ests to gain special advantages through 
‘the Government. Political cabals have 
‘been formed which have for their object 
tthe granting of favors to groups and 
‘communities at the expense of the whole 
- people. The MeNary-Haugen bill falls 
‘within this category, and while Mr. 
“Coolidge did not mention it, there can 
«be no doubt that he had it in mind as 
‘one of the most vicious examples of the 
perversion of governmental functions. 
‘It is an attempt to place the United 
‘States Treasury behind a separate in- 
“dustry, so that this industry shall be 
financed by all other industries and all 
sother classes of citizens. 

“ Justice and the principle of the square 
‘deal are outraged when special interests 
through political manipulation succeed 
in raiding the Treasury. The taxpayer 
is robbed when his contribution is di- 
verted to any special class or community. 
If the citizens of the United States could 
visualize the shameless selfishness that 
actuates such schemes as the McNary- 
Haugen bill they would take drastic 
action against the legislators who betray 
them by trying to force through such 
legislation. Mr. Coolidge’s address is a 
plain intimation that he will do all in his 
power to frustrate these raids upon the 
Treasury. 

The President’s broad review of 
American conditions was supplemented 
by the observations of Mrs. Alfred J. 
Brosseau, president-general of the D. A. 
R., in her opening address. She spoke 
for the manhood as well as the woman- 
hood of America when she denounced 

“destructive ideas regarding home, re- 
ligion and Government.” The heart of 
America is sound, and the country is 
moving in ‘the right direction, but 
minorities composed of immoral, atheistic 
and pacifist elements are spreading 
poison to the best of their ability. They 
are all of a kind, and they flock to- 
gether. The corrupters of youth do not 
hesitate to lie, as the pacifists do; and 
the renegades of religion lose their at- 
tachment to home and country when 
they lose their God. 

The Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution are in a fortunate position to 
combat the triple-headed evil that mani- 
fests itself in immorality, atheism, and 
pacifism. The society is organized, and 
can express the common will of Ameri- 
can women from Maine to California. 
Let it stand where the forefathers stood,

AMERICAN CARS AHEAD. 
Great Britain is concerned over its sales of 


ve of British made motors and $35, 009. ‘000 
1 of American ears, In the first + Apes 
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sales had risen to 87 per cent and the British 
had fallen to 9 per cent. In New Zealand, 
13,000 cars were purchased during 1927, of 
which 27% per cent were British. Canada 
sold more cars to New Zealand than any other 
country, but it is pointed out that most Cana- 
dian cars are produced in factories controlled 
by American capital and upon American car 
models, 

Sir Robert Horne, former chancellor of the 
exchequer, advances as the explanation the 
fact that Great Britain taxes motor cars upon 
their rated power. The tendency thus has 
been created, he says, to manufacture low- 
powered cars so as to intur as little tax as 
possible. These cars are small, and not as 
well suited to Australian or New Zealand use 
as American cars. Consequently the latter, 
even though they are charged far heavier 
duties than the British, satisfy dominion buy- 
ers while British industry does not accommo- 
date them. Sir Robert would have the British 
method of taxation changed. Thereafter, he 
believes, British manufacturers would produce 
cars that would satisfy dominion markets, 

The public buys that which it believes to be 
Superior. Great Britain can capture dominance 
of the dominion automobile trade only by ex- 
porting cars better suited to dominion use than 
those manufactured by American factories. 


THE ACCLAMATION SUGGESTION. 


Nomination by acclamation has been quietly 
talked of in Democratic circles for some weeks. 
The suggestion is based on the theory that if 
the Democrats can show the country the re- 
verse side of the picture which they offered at 


Madison Square Garden their chances of vic- 


tory will be increased. The proposal origi- 


nates, naturally, in the camp of Gov. Smith. 


The movement has now reached a public 


stage. Hollin8’ Randolph, of Georgia, has ad- 
vocated the suggestion. It was good strategy 
probably to have a Southern man sponsor the 
idea. The South must be won over before any 
such project can be carried to a successful con- 
clusion. Randolph is a man of considerable 
power in Georgia politics. He is a friend of 
the Smith candidacy. . The alliance’ was made 
several years ago through Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, and since then Randolph has been an ac- 
tive supporter of the New York chief execu- 
tive, 

It is easy to see that the psychological effect 
of a first-ballot nomination would be great. 
The Democratic party could do nothing that 
would indicate more plainly its hope of suc- 
cess in the November election than to avoid the 
bitterness and strife that wrecked it four years 
ago. 

The logic of the situation, however, is 
against such a happening. The ambitions of 
favorite sons must be disposed of befora the 
convention can get down to the business of 
determining the nominee. It is hardly likely 
that Senator George, a native of the same 
State from which Randolph comes, will be 
content to have the record bare of the fact 
that he was the initial choice of his State. for 
the Presidency. Senator Reed, of Misscuri, 
will want history to record the strength of his 
candidacy. The Walsh-McAdoo forces will not 
give ground without firing a shot. 

As an expression of optimism and confidence 
the acclamation movement may be of some 
assistance to Gov. Smith. It may create a feel- 
ing that opposition is hopeless, but to” expect 
that all of the differences in the party can be 
buried in such abrupt fashion is to look for the 
political millennium, and that does not 
to be at hand just yet. 
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CASH WITH ORDER. 


The Ellenville, N. Y., volunteer fire depart- 
ment has always been most obliging. No mat- 
ter how far from its headquarters a conflagra- 
tion might break out, it could be depended 
upon to render aid and succor. But hereafter, 
except in his own community or where recip- 
rocal agreements exist, the Ellenville fire de- 
partment will operate on a strictly cash-in- 
advance basis. 

Chief Fisher has come to realize that it 
costs money to move his five pieces of appa- 
ratus. He hag discovered further that very 
few individuals are willing to pay for service 
rendered after their fire has been extinguished. 
So he has revived an old ordinance, and 
has announced that if the Ellenville depart- 
ment is to respond to a-call for assistance, 
the householder must have on deposit with a 
local bank $300 subject to draft by the depart- 
ment to cover its operating costs, 

The arrangement seems fair enough. It 
will be a pity if houses burn to the ground 
for lack of a forceful stream of water from 
the Ellenville pumper, but if neighboring 
communities are unwilling to assume the cost 
of protection there seems to be no reason why 
Chief Fisher’s brave men should come to the 
rescue. Furthermore, what with the rapid 
inroads of the installment system, it is grati- 
fying to note a return in any connection to the 
old-fashioned system of cash with order. 


ATLANTIC SEADROMES., 


Glorious as is the accomplishment. of the 
crew of the German monoplane Bremen, it 
is not likely that it has sped the dawn of 
transatlantic airplane flying. The ocean now 
has been crossed by airplane in both direc- 
tions. Yet each successful flight has been 
completed only with the greatest difficulty, 
and between each have been scattered a num- 
ber of failures. The eastward flights have 
served to impress upon the public the fact 
that transatlantic flying with the planes of 
today is at best only a sporting proposition. 
The westward flight of the Bremen proves 
that round-trip flights probably will not be 
practical or safe for years to come, 

Before regular transatlantic flying in 
heavier-than-air machines is possible, one of 
two things must be provided; either designers 
and builders must produce ships having a far 


greater margin of safety, or means must be 


found to make intermediate landings for re- 
fueling and repairs. Plane design is~ being 
bettered continually. Doubtless ships will be 
produced during the coming summer that are 
reasonably well suited to transatlantic flying. 
Yet even with the best of ships, multimotored 
and with ample safety factors, intermediate 
landings may at times be necessary. 

To provide such facilities there is now be- 
ing organized in New York a company to build 
and maintain a series of floating seadromes 
stretching across the Atlantic Ocean. Each 
will provide a landing field 1,200 feet long 
and 400 feet wide. They.will be spaced about 
400 mfles apart. 
by Edward Armstrong, head of the mechanical

In view of recent experience it would seem 
that regular transatlantic flying in airplanes

It is apparent from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture survey that those who 
can not nmake a profit out of farming now 
would not likely succeed in any 
line.

During the 
Sixty-ninth Congress 44,625,000 copies of 
speeches and documents were mailed from the 
Capitol to wastebaskets throughout the land. 
This being a presidential year, almost 6,000,- 
000 such pieces of useless information have 
been sent out already. 

In considering these figures it becomes pos- 
sible to understand why it is that members of 
the Hlouse fight and with such de- 
termination for leave to extend their remarks 
in the Record. The maker of such an address 
may have enjoyed the privilege of the floor for 
no more than 380 seconds, but the extension 
of his remarks may cover several pages. There 
is no way for the “‘folks back home” to distin- 
guish a counterfeit speech from a real one, and 
although it is no longer permissible to dot one 
of these phantom addresses with ‘‘applause’”’ 
and “laughter” everybody’s doing it. 

There is one discouraging feature in the 
report on the state of the folding room made by 
the two House officials.

RACING AROUND THE WORLD. 


In the 100 years that have elapsed since 
Jules Verne wrote “Around the World in 
Eighty Days’’ the record for globe encircling 
hag been broken several times. The record 
now stands at something over 28 days, made 
by Wells and Evans two years ago. Brock 


and Schlee attempted to break the record a 
year ago by using an airplane for the entire 
journey. They were balked by the Pacific 
Ocean, however, although they made good 
progress across the Atlantic, Europe and Asia. 
Until planes are built capable of flying across 
the Pacific it igs likely that the Evans-Wells 
record will stand. 

For the time being interest in globe en- 
circling races is centered upon a praject spon- 
sored by the Jiji Shimpo, a Japanese news- 
paper. Toichiro Araki and Ryunichi Matsui 
are the contestants. Araki now is in the 
United States speeding eastward. Matsui is in 
Asia traveling westward. Somewhere “in 
Europe their paths will cross, and victory will 
go to the one who arrives first at the point 
from which they departed on April 6. 

The Jiji Shimpo’s contest is restricted in 
several respects. “The competitors must travel 
first-class at all times. They must use none 
except’ regularly established transportation 
agencies. They will be rated both upon 
elapsed time and money expended. They must 
check in with Japanese consular or diplomatic 
offices in New York, London, Paris, Berlin 
and Moscow. Each is allowed $1,500 for 
his traveling expenses.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Upon 
the threshold of the consideration of 
the Jones flood control bill in the 
House, your leading editorial, “Flood 
Legislation,” in this morning’s issue, is 
of especial interest.

The floods of the Mississippi are 
greater and more destructive and affect 
more people on the tributaries than in 
the “alluvial valley.”

selecting a leader to guide the destinies 
of 120,000,000 people. I urge. you, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
to accept your part of this obligation, 
as a solemn duty.

tional defense held in Memorial Conti- 
nental Hall.

One complaint against Buiwer-Lytton, 
as novelist and playwright, is that he 
lacked a sense of humor. In his script 
there is hardly any outlet for risibili- 
tiles, no avenue save for the escape of 
deeper emotions. Mantell manages to 
massage a smile or a smirk here and 
there, playing the crafty Cardinal with 
verve and spirit, and a twinkle in his 
eyes. 

Opposite the old master, as Julle 
DeMortemar, ward of the churchman, 
Miss Genevieve Hamper, beset with 
many trials and tribulations, makes a 
pretty picture in dfstress and delight. 

Two hours only were required to en- 
compass the five-act play. A spur to 
the tempo made the evening rather 
charming. Temptations, always, here 
lurk to stay the work at hand, the 
while a spotlight focusses on one or 
two highly dramatic moments. “Riche- 
lieu” is meat for the actor. 

Beset on all sides by intrigue of court 
and politics, the Cardinal, whether 
fighting foe or befriending admirer, is 
aiways an interesting character—and 
Robert Mantell makes of him a clean- 
cut characterization. 

James Neill is cast as Gaston, Duke 
of Orleans; Rex Benware, the scheming 
Baradas, and John Alexander, the heroic 
Adrian De Mauprat. 

Richelieu” out of the way, the reper- 
toire now moves into strictly Shakes- 
pearean shades, with “Hamlet” as the 
offering tonight. ‘The word has gone 
forth: Mantell is in town—the same 
Mantell who has been wooing foot- 
lights now this half century.

Albany, N. Y., April 16.—With two 
more relatives of Mrs. Florence E. S 
Knapp, former secretary of state, failing 
to obey court orders to appear before

The subpenas were served last week 
in Bedford, Mass., it was learned today, 
and directed the appearance of these 
tw2 witnesses this morning. They were 
not in court. 

“I intend to bring before this grand 
jury,” said Medalié¢, “every relative of 
Mrs. Knapp who was on the census 
payroll whom we can locate and serve 
with a subpena. I want to give them 
the fullest opportunity to clear Mrs 
Knapp.” 

Medalie said he has the fullest coop- 
eration of the district attorney of Mid- 
dlesex County, Mass., and it was indi- 
cated that the plans will be laid for a 
“slege of Bedford” to replace the siege 
of Middlebury, Vt.,.which ended Satur- 
day afternoon when Clara Blanche 
Knapp, step-daughter of Mrs. Knapp.

The method that was worked out its 
called the ketogenic or acidcsis diet. 
It consists in cutting bread, cereals, 
vegetables, fruit and lean “meat just 
as low as possible, and adding just as 
much butter, bacon, side meat, gravy, 
olive oil and other fats is the stomach 
will tolerate. Since this ketogenic diet 
is not filling, the epileptic is allowed 
to fill up on well washed bran, gelatin, 
agar jelly and other bulky foods of 
low food value. If there is constipa- 
tion which can not be overcome by 
training, bran, mineral oll and agar 
are permitted. 

Dr. 8S. J. Borborka says this diet has 
proved satisfactory in a fair proportion 
of people on whom it aas been used 
during the last seven years. This is 
especially true when it has been used 
with epileptic children. They have the 
eplleptics spend about two weeks at 
the clinic. During thir time “ey are 
taught how to prepare salad dressing 
and to cook and otherwise prepare fatty 
foods so that they will not be too 
greasy. Then. the patients go home 
and cook and eat as they have learned 
how to do. The success of this treat- 
ment depends very largely on the 
patient and his cook. It is a matter 
of home care.

There is no way in which he can 
utilize Dummy’s trumps for ruffing 
and consequently only one possible 
way of making the extra trick, and 
that depends upon finding the six 
adverse Hearts divided three in each 
hand. In that case Declarer probably 
will be able to make up a thirteenth 
Heart in Dummy and get a much 
needed discard on it. Of course the 
probability is that the six adverse 
Hearts will not be evenly divided; 
however, it can do no harm to try. 

Declarer should win the first trick 
with the Ace; if he won with the King 
both adversaries could mark the Ace 
in his hand; but if he win with the 
Ace, while East will know that he has

It strikes me that it would 
be rather fun this evening to plan a 
Chinese supper. We shall need two 
Chinese recipes for pork that we may 
take our choice, and then with it we 
may serve tea, and almond cakes, 
which we may buy, and preserved gin- 
ger cut in small pieces, as a dessert. 
Sliced pineapple may be substituted 
for the ginger, or be used with it, or 
if we wish to go to a store offering the 
food, we may use golden limes or pre- 
served kumquats. I have these recipes 
from an authority—Shiu Wong Chan. 
Pork Hash. 

1144 pounds pork 

2 cupfuls water chestnuts 

2 cupfuls mushrooms 

2 cupfuls bamboo shoots 

1 teaspoonful liquid from preserved 
ginger 

1 head lettuce cut into threads 

2 tablespoonfuls Chinese ham cut 
into dice 

1 cupful fried noodles 

The pork, water chestnuts, mush- 
rooms and bamboo shoots are to be 
chipped as fine as possible. Fry the 
chopped pork in a hot, oiled pan. Add 
the liquid from the preserved ginger, 
then add the chopped water chestnuts, 
mushrooms and bamboo shoots. Mix 
well. Add enough primary soup to 
cover and cook until done. Serve on 
top of the lettuce threads.

Primary soup is made and used 4as & 
base for these dishes, and I think we 
must consider it a necessary measure 
for our activities. It is made of equal 
parts of chicken and lean pork, about 
a half pound of it for each pint of wa- 
ter used, and we should use from 4 to 
6 pints of water and meat in propor- 
tion. Cut the meat in small pieces 
and cook slowly for two or three hours 
until about half the liquid has evapo- 
rated. Strain through a thick cloth 
until the liquid is clear and quite fat- 
less, and skim off any oil that may stay 
on top. The soup ts ready then to use 
with either of these Chinese dishes. 
Chinese gravy is made with a bit of the 
primary soup, a teaspoonful of corn- 
starch and a half teaspoonful of 
Chinese sauce which we may buy in a 
bottle ready for use, and salt and sugar. 
Mix the cornstarch well in a little cold 
water, then stir into the boiling pri- 
mary soup and cook until thickened. 
Add the Chinese sauce and a small 
amount of salt and sugar to taste.

A. A. A. School Safety Pro- 
gram in District Outlined 
in Report. 


That traffic safety instruction has 
been carried to a considerable extent 
in the Washington schools was indi- 
cated in a report to the advisory board 
of the district division of the American 
Automobile Association by T. F. 
Behler, manager, at a meeting yester- 
day at the Willard. According to this 
report, 1,784 pupils have been addgress- 
ed at assemblies specially arranged for 
consideration of lessons in safety.

The organization also respond- 
ed to 99 calls from the police depart- 
ment for which it removes wrecked or 
stranded atuomobiles from the streets.

LAND CONDEMNATION 
REFORM BILL BACKED 


ent Rules of Procedure 
Delay Building Plans. 


Hearings on the Gibson bill, designed 
to speed up condemnation proceedings 
here, were begun yesterday by the Mc- 
Leod subcommittee on judictary. The 
bill would permit the Federal Govern- 
ment to take immediate possession of 
a piece of property after paying the 
owner a reasonable price, and in 
meantin.e a condemnation jury would 
set out to determine the final and ulti- 
mate price. 


Henry H. Glassie, special assistant to 
the Attorney General, told the subcom- 
mittee that if some bill like the Gib- 
son bill had been enacted before this, 
the proposed new United States Su- 
preme Court Building now would be 
an actuality. He then described the 
difficulty the Government was having 
in acquiring the 70 parcels of land 
needed for the new building. 

Fred Coldren, secretary of the Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission, told the subcommittee that 
unreasonable delay is experienced un- 
der the present procedure of condemn- 
ing land for the use of the Federal 
Government. As arule, he said, it takes 
five months to hear a case and make 
an award. Another hearing on the bill 
will be held this morning.

The Blaine-Underhil] workmen's 
compensation bill for the District was 
favorably reported to the House Dts- 
trict committee by its insurance sub- 
committee yesterday. This measure 
represents a compromise between the 
Capper-Fitzgerald bill, which. was fa- 
vored by the employes, and the Bruce- 
Underhill bill, which was desired by 
the employers. 

Representative Jenkins (Republican), 
of Ohio, voted against a favorable re- 
port on the bill yesterday, and an- 
nounced that he would file a minority 
report. Representatives Lampert (Re- 
publican), Wisconsin, and Hammer 
(Democrat), of North Carolina, agreed 
with Jenkins that the Capper-Fitzger- 
ald bill was more to be desired, but 
voted to report out the Blaine-Under- 
hill bill in order to get it before the 
full House committee. 

W. C. Hushing, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and Frank Coleman, 
of the Central Labor Union, appeared 
before the subcommittee to indorse 
the Blaine-Underhill bill. While they 
would rather have the Capper-Fitzger- 
ald bill, they said, they believed that 
the Blaine-Underhill bill was the best 
they could get. 


Street Car Death 
Is Held an Accident 


Investigating the death of James J. 
McIntyre, who was killed beneath the 
wheels of a street car at Thirteenth and 
F streets northwest Saturday, a corner’s 
jury yesterday returned a verdict of ac- 
cidental death, absolving the car crew 
of responsibility for the accident. 

McIntyre died on the way to Emer- 
gency Hospital, from fracture of the 
skull, hemorrhage and shock, according 
to the finding of Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, 
acting coroner. 


$300,000 ROAD WORK 
PROPOSALS OPENED 


Bids on Concrete Construction 
Show Prices Lower Than 
Those of Last Year. 


Sealed proposals for $300,000 worth of 
concrete roadway were opened at the 
District Building yesterday and the ce- 
sulting prices were .materially lower 
than those prevailing last year. The 
lowest bids were submitted by Pennell 
and Parley, Inc., of Spartanburg, N. C. 
The contract can not be entered into 
until the 1929 District budget is passed 
and signed. 

The work to be done under. the pro- 
posed contract has been estimated at 
150,000 square yards of paving. The 
prices quoted by the winning firm were 
60 cents a cubic yard for grading, 50 
cents a linear foot for eight-inch ce- 
ment curb, $1.62 a square yard for con- 
crete road construction, and $8.50 a 
cubic yard for additional concrete. Cor- 
responding prices last year were 70 
cents for grading, 55 cents for curb, $10 
for additional concrete, $1.72 for con- 
crete road in the northwest section, and 
$1.62 for road in the sections nearer to 
the municipal sand yard. 

May 1 bids will be opened on a still 
larger amount of work; namely, 100,000 
square yards of asphalt resurfacing 
where the old paving top has been en- 
tirely removed, 100,000 square yards of 
asphalt resurfacing by the heater 
method, fusing new surface material 
with old, and 160,000 yards of concrete 
roadway construction.
